August 1 the 25-cen t tariff on all articles of 
grain except corn . 
The Baltimore & Ohio

corn above the 20-cen t basi3an d con sequen tly 
all road s except the Chicago & Gran d T run k 
will con tin ue to make a 20 cen t rate on en rn . 
The Chicago & Gran d T run k proposes to ad ­ 
van ce all articles of grain , in clud in g corn , but 
it is n ot probable tlfat it will hold lon g on a 
higher rate on coru than other com petin g 
lin es give. 
It is quite probable that the 
Chicago & Gran d Trun k will brin g the m at­ 
ter betore the In ter State Commission an d ask 
for a d ecision whether railroad s eau legally 
make a lower rate od corn , which is worth 
twice as much as oats,than on the latter. The

JEKYLL AND HYDE IN CHICAGO. 


Judge Gary of Chicago, famous for bis 
firmness in the Anarchist trials, bad a Jeky li- 
Hy de case before him y esterday . 
The sub­ 
ject was Harry Munzer, a y oung, handsonu 
and rem arkably exp« rt accountant, who 
sanity was in question. 
He was asked to d< 
scribe one of the gloomy spells to which he 
was subject at intervals of about two y ears. 
He began by say ing that he felt something 
approaching heavily , but was able to take 
care of himself there. 
His last sickness was 
one y ear ago. 
An ague-like feeding crcpj 
over him , beginning at the brain. 
His mind 
did not grow weaker, but seemed to be alter­ 
ing its functions. The sight of a tool or any ­ 
thing with a blade set his nerves to tingling, 
he felt an impulse to harm or kill, and be­ 
came afraid of himself and for his friends. 
He knew exactly what he was about, but 
the 
impulse 
was m uscular as well 
m ental. 
For seven m onths lie had 
bee. 
in a private institution for treatm ent, but 
grew worse, though he never lost his senses. 
He hud been in Chicago a week, but dared 
not go home, for he believed that some rapid 
change for the worse would take place if he 
went there. 
He would kill his father’s fam ­ 
ily and might kill himself, though he knew 
w hat he was about. 
T he most rem arkable part of the exhibi­ 
tion was the change which Munz.er’s features 
underwent during the recital. W e copy from 
the ISres* report: 


From an innocent, harm less ex pression at the be­ 
ginning, they changed to one of ex trem e cunning 
and m alignity . 
As he proceeded deep lines a p­ 
peared in his cheeks beside his nose. The ey e-brows 
fell dark, and the corners of the m outh drew down. 
His forehead wrinkled up as an old m an's, and his 
voice actually changed so that a listener m ight have 
supposed tha t a man cf 4.5 were talking. The 
w ords cam e from deep down in the chest, and in 
fact the entire aspect of the m an was changed. lie 
bent forw ard in his chair, his shoulders stooped, 
and bis cy « s became w atery . 
It was rem arkable. 
The C ourt gazed at the phenom enon before him in 
astoni'hrneiit. 
When the na rrator reached that 
portion of his recital where he spoke of killing, the 
jury gazed upon the face of a m an about to com ­ 
m it m urder. 


The Judge rem arked, “ T hat will do,” 
whereupon Munzer gave a startled look, felj 
back in his chair with a sigh, the tears poured 
down his checks, the wrinkles disappeared 
from 
his face, 
the 
fiendish 
expression 
passed away , and in a few minutes his nat 
ural appearance was resumed. 
The jury ad 
judged him iüsane. 
Many people are subject !o these strange 
and mischievous impulses though not equally 
violent. 
One perfectly sane man relates that 
whenever he takes a seat in the high gallery 
of a certain old-fashioned church, he feels an 
alm ost irresistible Inclination to throw him ­ 
self over am ong the occupants of the pews 
below.

T heir 
case was explained a few day s ago by n little 
colored boy who was in court for stealing an 
article that could be of no possible use to 
him self or any friend, but who thought he

Fifth—Branches o f the League will no t be 
fo rmed, but each bo dy o f tenants co mbining 
to sustain the League will appo int, at a meet­ 
ing held annually fo r the purpo se, tieasurers 
to co llect and remit their co ntributio ns, an.l 
Secretaries to co mmunicate with the Co uncil 
o f the League whenever o ccasio n mav aiisc; 
and such treasurers and secretaries shall be 
reco gnized by the Co uncil and by the League 
in the transactio n o f all affairs in which 
the interest o f such tenants is directly co n­ 
cerned. 
bixtli—In the event o f such an emergency, 
the Co uucil o f the League may vo te the co l 
lectio n o f a special levy fro m the asso ciated 
tenants, such levy no t to exceed the amo unt 
o f the annual co ntributio n. 
Seventh—The League will exert itself to in­ 
fo rm the public, especially in Great Britain, 
o f the pro ceedings and aims o f the co m bina­ 
tio ns o f landlo rds in Ireland, and will devo te 
particular care to co ntested by electio ns. 
Eighth—The League will affo rd legal ad­ 
vice to tenants in co nnectio n with any pro ­ 
ceedings co nstituted o r threatened by o r at 
the instance o f any co mbinatio n o f landlo rds 
o r by any landlo rd who is engaged o r co n­ 
cerned in such co mbinatio n, and in the event 
o f the evictio n o f any such tenants fro m their 
ho ldings as a result o f such pro ceedings, the 
League will, to the full extent o f its po wer, 
affo rd them shelter and suppo rt, pro vided the 
Co uncil is satisfied that such are w illing to 
refer to arbitratio n the questio ns in dispute 
between them and their landlo rds. 
N inth—T he affairs o f the. League shall be 
directed by a Co uncil o f 15 members elected 
annually fro m their o wn bo dy by members 
o f the League, the first Co uncil to be elected 
w’itbin a mo uth fro m the fo rm atio n o f the 
League. 
T en th —The admissio n to m em bership o f 
the League shall be determined by 
the 
Co uncil. 
E leventh—The subscriptio n o f members 
shall be any sum no t less than £ 1 per annum. 
T w elfth—Do no rs o f sums o f £ 10 and up­ 
wards will be eligible fo r electio n by the 
Co uncil as ho no rary members o f the League. 
T hirteenth—The meetings o f the League 
will be held fro m time to time as summo ned 
by the Co uncil. 
Fo urteenth—The Co uncil will make and 
publish, fro m time to time, such further rules 
and such alteratio ns in the Co nstitutio n o f 
the League as it may deem to be expedient.

If the Adiro ndack fo rests had been 
thus intelligently managed and adm inistered 
they wo uld no w have been fo r a lo ng time 
yielding and increasing revenue to the peo ple 
o f the State. 
The who le po pulatio n wo uld 
have been greatly benefited’by the reductio n 
o f taxatio n. 
Every man and wo man in the 
State wo uld have been richer to -day—wo uld 
have had mo re o f the means o f subsistence 
and o f co mfo rt and happiness than at pres­ 
ent. 
Every child in the State wo uld have 
been bo rn to a better inheritance and into 
mo re favo rable co nditio ns than no w. 
The 
fo rests wo uld have been better no w' than ever 
befo re, and they wo uld have go ne o n increas­ 
ing in value to the peo ple o f i he State with

ply in regio ns fit fo r agriculture. 
The A di­ 
ro ndack regio n is no t tit fo r agriculture. 
No 
part o f it is suitable fo r any o ther than fo rest 
co nditio ns, and these sho uld have been main­ 
tained fo rever. 
It is indeed impo ssible to 
disturb these co nditio ns verv extensively o r 
to remo ve the fo rests permanently witho ut 
destro ying the regio n itself and annihilating 
verything that makes it o f

As I said years 
ago , if tbe Adiro ndack fo rests co uld be saved 
by legislatio n, o ne o f the best po ssible meas­ 
ures w o uld be ‘ An Act fo r the Disco urage­ 
ment o f Agriculture iu the N o rth Wo o ds.’ 
The lum ber business is no t by any means the 
o nly destructive agency at wo rk here. 
Teo s 
o f tho usands o f acres, entirely unfit fo r any 
use but fo rest gro wth, have been stripped o f 
trees, aud by cultivatio n and pasturage have 
been rendered incapable o f repro ducing (he 
o nly cro p fo r which the land ever had any 
adaptatio n, 
it is strange—if anything in 
human fo ily is strange—to see many peo ple 
persist in the effo rt to ‘ farm ’ where the so il 
is so meagre and the co untry so high and co ld, 
that no pro fitao le return fo r their labo rs is 
po ssible. 
The thin film o f so il disappears 
after a few years, leaving o nly the bare, in­ 
ert sand o r gravel, and as mo st o f the * farm ­ 
ing land ’ here is ro lling o r hilly, the slo pes 
so o n begin to break do wn and waste away. 
Great gullies are fo rmed, which gro w wider 
anti deeper every year, till vast waterless 
tracts o f shifting sand, o r o f clay and gravel, 
varied o nly bv 
ro ck-ledges and bo ulders, 
stretch befo re the unhappy traveller where 
o nce grew no ble fo rests fed by perennial 
springs.” 
The Times a i India says; “ China in its 
s h y, slo w way is enjo ying just no w a little ro ­ 
mance.

fo urteenth part o f Charles N o rto n’s effective 
co ntents and capacity are beneficially spent iu 
the dilutio u o f the ho t lava and fructificatio n 
o f tlie ho t ashes o f American character, 
which are o verwhelming, bo rne no w o u vo l­ 
canic air—the life o f Sco tland, England, 
France and Italy.”

On anyo ne o f the o rdi-

prices fo r tho se using the elevato r, the entire 
receipts exceed $10,000. 
The o riginal co st o f 
tbe Eiffel To wer, all included, was a little 
less than $1.000,000. 
The pro prieto r has to

his gate mo ney to the Exhibitio n. 
It is esti­ 
mated that it will be half paid fo r when the 
Exhibitio n clo ses, and then it will remain 
certainly three years mo re and perhaps 10.

The o ther guests ro ared 
with laughter, but the “ o ld Parliam entary 
h an d” returned quick as a flash: “ Yo ur 
Majesty, if o ne can be deceived so easily, 
there is all the mo re need o f strict laws against 
bo gus go o ds I ” 
J. Bo swo rth-Smith, in a repo rt o n the 
Ko lar go ld field in So uthern India, issued 
by the M adras Go vernment, reco rds so me 
‘ finds” o f o ld mining implements, o ld tim 
bering, fragm ents o f bo nes, an o il lam p and 
bro ken pieces o f earthenware, including a 
crucible, the remains o f ancient m ining o p­ 
eratio ns.

sto nes o f Aberystwith are w ro ught by the 
cruel sea to their fairest co lo rs.” 
The num ber o f sets o f newspapers pub

T h e Paroclllto m em bers o f the B ritish P ar 
liauient have met to discuss the s u b le t of the 
T en an ts’ Defence League. 
T he 
follow ing 
rules and regulations of the League are copied 
from a cablcg-am to the Sun: 
F irst—T he Irish T en an ts’ Defence League 
is founded to assert and m aintain the right of 
the te n a n t-fanners of Ireland, now attacked 
q 
or tine,'it. tied I.y Aggressive com binations of 
Irish landlord*, to protect their legal and 
equitable interest in their holdings by defen 
ai vc com bination am ong them selves. 
Second—T he object of the le a g u e is to 
counteract by legal m eans nil com binations 
of landlords used to exact excessive rents, to 
ex to rt unjust arrear*, or to impose inequi 
table term s of purchase, o r to stim ulate evic 
lion, or iii any way to destroy or im peril the 
security of tenants in th eir holdings. 
T h in !— In order to effect this purpose ten 
ants throughout Ireland are invited to con 
tribute to the T enants’ Defence F und in fixed 
proportion to the poor law valuation hold 
lugs 
F o u rth —T countson any one or m ore estates 
com bining to assist the League and subsorib 
intr to the T enants' D efence F u n d will In 
entitled to the help of the League iD case of 
need. 
F ifth —Branches of the League will not Im 
form ed, hut each body o f tenants com bining 
to sustain the League w ill appoint, at a m eet 
big held annually for the purpose, tieaaurers 
to collect and remit th eir contributions, an I 
K ccretaties to com m unicate witli the Council 
of the League w henever occasion m ay aliso; 
and such treasurers un I secretaries shall he 
recognized by the C ouncil and b^’ the League 
In the transaction of all affairs in w hich 
th ■ interest of such tenants is directly co n ­ 
cerned. 
S ix th —In the event o f such an em ergency, 
the C ouncil of the I/aigue may vote the col 
lection o f ii special levy from the us-OCiated 
tenants, such levy not to exceed the am ount 
of the annual contribution. 
Seventh—T h e League will exert Itself to In 
form the public, especially In G reat Britain, 
of tho p ro m dings nm! alm s of the com bina­ 
tions o f landlords in Ireland, and w id devote 
p articu lar care to contested by elections. 
E ig h th —T he League will afford legal a d ­ 
vice to tenants in connection w ith any pro- 
reeding* constituted or threatened by or at 
the instance of any com bination of landlords 
or by any landlord w ho Is engaged or con 
cerned in such com bination, and in the event 
of the eviction of any such tenants from their 
holdings as a result of such proceedings, lite 
League n ill, to the full extent of its pow er, 
afford them shelter and *up|m tt, provided the 
C ouncil is sati*fled th at such arc w illing to 
refer to arbitration the questions in dispute 
betw een them and tic l r landlords. 
N in th —T he affairs of the League shall be 
direelod by a Connell of 15 m em bers elected 
annually from their ow n Ixsly by ruem U rs 
of the League, tbe fir*! C ouncil to Im- elected 
w ithin a m onth from tin; form ation of the 
League. 
T e n th —T he adm ission to m tm b e n h lp of 
the 
League shall lie determ ined by 
the 
C ouncil. 
E lev en th —T h e pilla rrlp tIon of m em ber* 
shall Im- any sum n >t less titan i t per annum . 
T w e lfth —D onors of sum s of CIO and up 
w ards will be eligible for election by the 
C ouncil as honorary m em bers of the League. 
T h irteen th —T he m eetings of the League 
will tie held from tim e to tim e a* sum m oned 
by the Council. 
F ourteen!h—T he C ouncil will m ake and 
publish, front tim e to tim e, such fu rth er rules 
anti such alteration* in the C onstitution o f 
the I league as it lin y deem to Im- expedient. 

Davit*, B igear, H ealy and Snlli 
van wi re elected treasurers pro tem .

H arrison, in 
Garden and Forett. 
w rites: “ W e m ight have hod some real fo r­ 
estry here In tile State of New Y ork if we 
had been sufficiently advanced in the art of 
living; if we bad had the interest in the pub­ 
lic w elfare am i the perception of our obliga­ 
tion to com ing generations w hich are neees 
sary to the developm ent and persistence of 
civilization. 
T he entire A dirondack W ilder 
ness should have !>een lichi perm anently in 
the possession of the Stale. 
Then n real 
school o f forestry could have liecn e*iab 
libbed som ew here in the wixxls, and yourn* 
men could have I teen trained in the practice 
o f th is art, ami they could have Im en em ­ 
ployed iu the care of the forests and w ood­ 
lands of other portions of the country. 
T he 
whole track of 8,(KXI square miles was orig 
inally heavily wooded. 
T he lim iter could 
have been cut off as th e trets m atured, and, 
f course, should have tieen so cut tiff N o th ­ 
ing could lie m ore absurd 
than the notion 
that tree* should never lie utilized oi rem oved. 
W henever 
a 
tree bus 
rom e to its best 
it 
should 
lie 
cut 
dow n, 
and 
i's 
wood 
applied 
to 
some 
useful 
pur|M»*e, 
to oM ain its value, and in 
order 
to provide for ti succession of generations o f 
trees, and thus for the perm anent iife of tile 
(brest, 
lf the A dirondack forests had been 
thus intelligently m anaged and adm inistered 
they w ould now have been for a long tim e 
iclding and increasing revenue to tile people 
of the State. 
T h e whole population would 
have litten gieatly benefited by the reduction 
of taxation. 
Every m an am i w om an iii the 
S tate w ould have laten rich er to-day— w ould 
have had m ore of the m eans of subsistence 
and of com fort and happiness than at pres- 
nt. 
Every child in th e Slate would have 
been iMtrn to a better inheritance and into 
m ore favorable conditions than now. 
T h e 
forests would have I teen better now than ever 
before, and they would have gone on increas­ 
ing in vahie to Hic people of the State w ith 
the increasing density of population and on 
account of the exhaustion of the tim ber s u p ­ 
ply in regions tit for agriculture. 
T he A d i­ 
rondack region is not tit for agriculture. 
N o 
part of it is suitable for any other than forest 
conditions, and these should have Itcen m ain­ 
lined forever. 
It is indeed im possible to 
d istu rb these condition# very extensively or 
lo rem ove the forests perm anently w ithout 
d estroying the region itself and annihilating 
very th in g th at m akes it of 
any 
value. 
I dou b t if 
an instance of m ore obvious 
and 
com plete 
adaptation 
of 
a 
region 
to n special and particular use can be found 
in the whole w orld. 
N atu re marie this re­ 
gion 
for the perm anent and everlasting 
grow th of forests, and th is sole and exclu­ 
sive adaptation to a m ost im portant function 
should have I teen recognized. As I said years 
ago, if the A dirondack forests could l»c saved 
by legislation, one of the ln-st possible m eas­ 
ures w ould Ire ‘ An A ct for the D iscourage­ 
m ent of A griculture in the N orth W oods.’ 
Pue lum ber business is not by any m eans the 
only destructive agency at w ork bere. 
T ens 
of thousands of acres, entirely unfit for any 
use but fortst grow th, have been stripped of 
trees, aud by cultivation and pasturage have 
been rendered incapable o f reproducing the 
otdy crop for w hich the land ever had any 
adaptation. 
It is strange— if anything in 
hum an foily is strange— to Ste inuny people 
persist in the effort to 4 farm ’ w here the soil 
is so m eagre and die country so high and cold, 
th at no protitaole retu rn fo r th eir labors is 
possible. 
T he thin film of soil disappears 
after a few years, leaving only the hare, in ­ 
ert sand or gravel, and as most of the * farm ­ 
ing land ’ here is rolling or hilly, the slopes 
soon begin to break dow n and waste aw ay. 
G reat gullies are form ed, w hich grow w ider 
anti deeper every year, till vast w aterless 
tracts o f chitting sand, o r of clay and gravel, 
varied only bv 
rock-Iedges and boulders, 
stretch before the unhappy traveller w here 
once grew ooble forests fed by perennial 
springs." 
T h e T im e to t India says: “ C hina in its 
sh y ,slow way is enjoying ju st now a little ro ­ 
m ance. 
Years ago, w hen the last Piling E m ­ 
peror ended his earthly R oubles bv com m it­ 
ting suicide on a conl-m ound in Pekin, his 
heir was made a M arquis; and the M anchu 
dy nasty succeeded to the rule of the Land of 
the Sun. 
D uring the reign of the last E m ­ 
peror but one, the then holder of the mor- 
quisate died w ithout sons, and w ith no d irect 
heir to succeed to the title aud estates.

the Sum m it and 500 acres in B ritish C olum ­ 


bia. 
As it is 4,500 feet aljovc the sea level 
the crude oil can be run off any distance.

1 he 
n ext year a large n umber was imported . 
Fifty were let loose at the Narrows, an d in 
the sprin g of 185:1 the rest were liberated in 
Green wood Cemetery, an d a man was hired 
to watch them. 
They d id well an d multi­ 
plied . 
In 1854 an d 1858 sparrows were in ­ 
trod uced at Portlan d , Me., an d in the latter 
year at Peaced ale, R. I. 
Some of these 
bird s escaped to Boston , but n othin g was 
heard of them, an d it was 10 years In ter 
when they were let loose on the Boston Com­ 
mon . 
Twelv e bird s were liberated in Mad i­ 
son Square, New York City,in I860,an d four 
years afterward they were in trod uced in Cen ­ 
tral Park. 
In 1866. 200 sparrows were set 
free in Un ion Square. 
The followin g year 
40. pairs were let loose in New Hav en , 
Con n ., an d a colon y was established in Gal­ 
v eston , Texas. 
In I860,1,000 sparrows were 
imported in on e lot by the Mun icipal Gov ern 
men t of Philad elphia, this bein g probably 
the largest importation of sparrows ev er 
mad e in this coun try.”

It is staled that *‘accord in £ to the most 
authentic inform ation that can lie obtained, 
the English sparrow was first brought to this 
country in 1850, when eight pairs were ira- 
B 
irled into Brooklyn bv the Directors of the 
rooklyn Institute, 
th e y were 
liberated 
in the spring of 1851, but did not thrive. The 
next year a large number was imported. 
Fifty were let loose at the Narrows, and in 
the spring of 1853 the rest were liberated in 
Greenwood Cemetery, and a man was hired 
to watch them. 
They did well and multi 
plied. 
In 1854 ami 1858 sparrows were in­ 
troduced at Portland, Me., and in the latter 
year at Peacedale. R. 
I. 
Home of these 
bitds escaped to Boston, but nothing was 
heard of them, and it was lit years later 
when they were let loose on the Boston Com­ 
mon. 
Twelve birds were liberated in Madi­ 
son Square, New-York C ity,in l*flO,nnd four 
years afterward they were introduced in Cen 
Ira I Park. 
In IWW. *200 sparrows were set 
free in Union Square. 
The following year 
40 pairs were let loose in 
New Haven, 
('ann., and a colony was established in Gal­ 
veston, T elus. 
In I8f)9, 1,000 sparrows were 
imported in one lot by the Municipal Govern 
rnenl of Philadelphia, this being probably 
the largest importation of sparrows ever 
made in this country.”
